Disaster area taxpayers 
may get quick refunds 


The Internal Revenue Sefvice 
(IRS) reports that taxpayers who 
suffered property losses because of 
the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks May 
get a quick tax refund by claiming 
these losses on an amended return 
for 2000. 

Affected taxpayers — whether 
individuals or businesses - in a 
presidentially declared disaster 
area have the option of claiming 
their casualty losses on the tax 
return for the year of the disaster or 
the previous year. By amending 
the 2000 return, a taxpayer gets a 
refund in a few weeks, rather than 
waiting until filing the 2001 return 
next year.

Instead of showering her hus- 
band Al with gag gifts for his 60th 
birthday, Sheila Stone asked her 
friends to surprise him by not 
bringing any presents at all.

Selectmen could start mulling 
candidates for the board’s fifth 
seat as soon as Monday. 

Selectman Brian Major said he 
and Selectman John Hess planned 
to recommend Wednesday night 
that the board appoint someone to 
take the seat of former Selectman 
and chairwoman Mary French. 
French, whose first three-year 
term would have ended in March, 
died suddenly of a heart attack on 


Some people have 
suggested that French’s 
replacement should 
hold similar views and 
priorities as the former 
selectman, who was an 
advocate for open 
space, conservation and 
affordable housing, said 
Hess. He added that he 
has not spoken with any 
prospective candidates,

Hess and Major were recently 
charged with evaluating the 
board’s three options following 
French’s absence. Those options 
include doing nothing and remain- 
ing as a four-selectmen board until 
the next election; holding a special 
election so voters can choose a 
new selectman for the next few 
months; or appointing a registered 
voter to the post, said Hess. 

“If we held an election, we 
wouldn’t get someone (on the = 
board) until at least mid-Decem- iy iii 
ber,” said Major. wl 

The selectmen asked Town | 
Clerk Randy Hanson to research 
the cost of a special election. She 
was to report her findings 
Wednesday night. 

Major said he and Hess con- 
cluded that appointing a fifth 
selectman is necessary. 

“As soon as we can get some- 
one appointed, the better. We have 
a tremendous amount of work to 
do,” he said. Selectmen will devel- 
op the Capital Improvement Plan 
in the coming month, start the 
annual tax classification and con- 
tinue talks about a potential over- 
ride of Proposition 2% for next 
year. 

Major says he hopes to appoint 
a former selectman for the job. 
“We need help over the next five 
months to get us through March,” 
he said. “You really can’t have a 
green person do that.” 

It’s possible the board will 
begin discussing candidates Mon- 
day evening at the regular select- 
men’s meeting, said Major, who 
wants to see the process moved 
along. “If it takes us until Novem- 
ber (to appoint someone), that’s 
going to hurt us,” he added. 

Hess, however, did not say that 
the board would be ready to throw 
around names by Monday. “We 
don’t want to wait too long, but 
we don’t want to rush the process 
either,” he said.

She 
agreed, and this past Tuesday was 
her third week doing so. 

“What gives me chills is having 
the whole school standing up and 
uniting and saying, ‘We appreciate 
our freedom,” said Melissa Cerullo. 
“That's what motivates me.” 

But when did some teachers in 
Andover stop saying the pledge? 
Anderson, who is in his second year 
as principal, suggests that it may be 
in part a casualty of the switch to 
“block scheduling” a few years ago, 
which eliminated homeroom. Today, 
students go directly to their first 
class, which is a little longer than the 
others so that teachers can make 


announcements, and, presumably, 
say the Pledge of Allegiance. 

“I’m sure that not 100 percent of 
the teachers are able to do it every 
day,” said Anderson. “It may be that 
there are activities done on some 
days that make it difficult for the 
teachers to say the pledge.” 


Anderson estimated that about 
seven out of 10 teachers say the 
Pledge of Allegiance every day. He 
said he agreed with Melissa Cerul- 
lo’s idea because “the pledge has 
added credence” in the wake of an 


event like Sept. 11.

After looking into the mat- 
ter of some Andover teachers 
not saying the Pledge of Alle- 
giance consistently, Phyllis 
Cerullo discovered that in 
fact, the practice is not 
optional: Massachusetts state 
law requires teachers to say 
the pledge. She contacted 
Rep. Barry Finegold about 
the issue, and he sent her a 
copy of Chapter 71, section 
69 of the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Laws. 

The section reads, in part, 
“Each teacher at the com- 
mencement of the first class 
of each day in all grades in all 
public schools shall lead the 
class in a group recitation of 
the ‘Pledge of Allegiance to 
the Flag.’ ” 

Cerullo said that this 
minor legal revelation came 
as a surprise to her, and to 
many educators she has

approached, including Super- 
intendent Claudia Bach, who 
came to Andover three years 
ago from Oregon. Bach could 
not be reached for comment 
on the matter. 

Pam Bowdoin, the head of 
the social studies department 
at Andover High School, sur- 
mised that some teachers are 
so busy with their classes that 
they forget or neglect to say 
the pledge. She suggested that 
new teachers in the school 
who are taking cues from 
their colleagues may never 
develop the habit. 

“With so many new people 
in the building, a lot of them 
probably don’t even know it’s 
the law,” said Bowdoin. 

The law also says that fail- 
ure to say the Pledge of Alle- 
giance for two weeks in a row 
can result in a fine of up to $5.

Phyllis Cerullo, whose father 
was in the Korean War, and whose 
husband was in Vietnam, agreed 
heartily. 

“T think (students) need to be 
reminded of the freedoms that we 
do have today and that we often 
take for granted,’ she said. “And 
after all, we are at war.” 

“My grandfather tells stories to 
me, and it’s always given me a 
great love for my country and led 
me to really appreciate my coun- 
try,” said Melissa Cerullo. Despite 
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that, she said that prior to Sept. 11, 
she, like most students, didn’t 
think very much about the Pledge 
of Allegiance. 

Both Melissa Cerullo and her 
mother emphasized that their ini- 
tiative is not meant to criticize the 
schools. 

“T don’t think it’s the principal, 
and I don’t think it’s the teachers’ 
fault,” said Melissa Cerullo. “We 
have things to do, and it slips out 
of our minds. But when this event 
happened, it gave us a sudden 
shock, and we realize how lucky 
we are. It’s a real wake-up call.” 
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Schnellinger appeared before the 
Board of Health at its monthly 
meeting last Monday to protest 
that her menu is very similar to the 
“pub menu” in the neighboring 
Park Street Pub, which is classified 
as a stand-alone bar, meaning that 
it can have smoking.

“We're a ieam player and a 
town player as well,” said John 
Karchner, general manager at the 
Wyndham, “but if the Park Street 
Pub and maybe Justin’s can have 
(smoking), I don’t know why we 
couldn't.” 

He said keeping the smoking 


option just makes good business 
sense. 

“It just helps us, in the sense 
that people can go up the street a 
mile and be in Methuen and grab a 
burger and a beer and a smoke if 
they want,” said Karchner. 

If all these appeals were suc- 
cessful, Palmers Restaurant and 
Grill 93 would be the only estab- 
lishments left that would be affect- 
ed by the tighter rules passed at 
this year’s Town Meeting.

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Making 
a mark, and 
a community 


It's been exactly one month. 

And, in the month since the horrific events 
of Sept. 11, most Andover residents have 
responded admirably, coming together as a 
community. Disgracefully, there have been 
some threatening comments made to local 
people of Middle Eastern heritage. Others 
have stooped to stealing flags or making 
bomb threats. It should go without saying that 
such actions must always be condemned. But 
the vast majority of residents, many of whom 
have reached out to help their neighbors — 
whether those neighbors are next door or hun- 
dreds of miles away — deserve attention. 

In the past month, many Andover residents 
have not just flown American flags, but have 
also displayed a more active patriotism. 
There’s a renewed interest in civic involve- 
ment seen in the hundreds of Andover youth 
raising money by selling everything from 
pumpkins to pins, and in the hundreds of 
adults buying these items or offering time 
and money of their own. 

Immediately following Sept. 11, some 
charities expressed concern that, with people 
understandably directing aid to the victims of 
terrorism, many charities might face a tough 
year. But resident Pam Krull, who works for 
the service organization City Year Boston, 
says that in recent weeks people have been 
more eager than ever to take her calls and 
sign up to volunteer locally. 

The Andover Youth Center fundraising 
effort has started with a bang. Local resident 
Cynthia Richard has set a goal of raising 
$100,000 for a children’s hospital, and 
believes she'll do it. “We do need to go on 
with our lives, and these children didn’t stop 
taking medicine and battling these illnesses,” 
says Richard. “They’re still fighting their bat- 
tles every single day.” 

City Year itself is expecting large numbers 
at its Serve-a-thon on Oct. 27. “City Year has 
always been about building this message of 
democracy through service,” says Krull. “But 
| feel that now it’s helping others as well. It 
can help people to deal with their grief.”

How faith saved 2 lives - maybe more 


Cynthia 
Richard is not a 
superstitious 
woman. She’s not 
even a convention- 
ally religious per- 
son. She doesn't 
spend a lot of time 
in churches, or 
saying the rosary. 

But she has an 
unfailing belief in 

Neil Fater the power of St. 
cocccccccccccees Jude — the patron 

saint of desperate 
causes. 

You might too, if it appeared a prayer 
to him had saved your life. Especially if 
another prayer to him, decades later, 
saved your son. 

Richard is the daughter of Roland and 
Janet Boisvert, who owned Andover’s 
Shawsheen Luncheonette for 32 years, 
before selling it in 1988. As a child she 
had a defective ureter, and needed exper- 
imental surgery to save her life. “It was a 
guinea-pig operation at the time. The 
doctors told my parents I would not see 
my 12th birthday without that operation. 
One operation turned into three,” she 
said. One week at Mass. General turned 


into 17. 

“At one point they thought they were 
going to lose me. I had a fever of 105 
degrees that would not break,” she says. 

So, some time between her second 
and third operation, when her fever was 
peaking, her parents made a pledge. 
They put their faith in St. Jude, and 
vowed to make a donation to the new St. 
Jude Children’s Research Hospital in 
Tennessee, founded by entertainer 
Danny Thomas. They said they'd give 
every month for the rest of their lives, if 
their daughter would just get better. 

Thirty-eight years later, her father’s 
eyes still well up when he tells the story. 
“Thirty-eight years later, they’re still 
sending that check. They send it every 
month. This was big for them. They 
almost lost their oldest child,” she says. 

Richard, who is perfectly fine, under- 
stands how they feel. Because, while 
she’s not the devout Catholic her father 
is, several decades after he says her life 
was saved by St. Jude, she says her son’s 
life was saved as well. 

When Richard was giving birth to her 
son, Steven, the umbilical cord pulled 
tight around his neck, cutting off his 
oxygen. He turned blue for too long. 

“We almost lost my son. He should 


be a vegetable,” she says. “They weren’t 
really sure he was going to be a healthy 
kid long-term.” After Steven’s birth, 
Richard and her husband had a talk, and 
decided to make the same pledge her 
parents had. 

“Within 24 hours, they were able to 
stabilize the seizures,” she says. “He’s a 
healthy, happy 8-year-old, which is not 
what we expected. 

“Tt made me a little stronger, because 
I have to tell you, I was pretty much a 
retired Catholic,” she says. “I walked 
away with a faith — a faith in kindness 
and goodness. St. Jude has just come 
through for my family a number of 
times. I truly and honestly believe that 
he has helped me in many ways, over 
and over and over. You would have to 
fill your whole newspapers with stories.” 

Richard also walked away with 
another belief. “I believe in some kind of 
a balance. That what you do will come 
back equally, whether it’s good or bad.” 

Perhaps that’s why she’s planning a 
dinner, dance and auction at the Andover 
Country Club on Nov. 17, to benefit St. 
Jude Children’s Research Hospital. 
Tickets cost $150 per person. She has set 
the lofty goal of raising $100,000.

Boy Scouts do not ban gays, schools should not ban fliers 


Editor, Townsman:

asked, is that youth should prac- 
tice abstinence.

I was surprised to find in your 
Oct. 4 edition not one word about 
the forum for awareness that was 
held on Saturday, Sept. 29 at 
Memorial Hall Library. 

This meeting was organized 
by two educators with doctorates 
residing in Andover who are 
experienced in Middle Eastern 
affairs. They wished to offer their 
expertise to facilitate a discussion 
of our common concerns in the 
aftermath of the tragic events on 
Sept. 11. Christopher Shaw is the 
director of the International Aca- 
demic Partnership at Phillips 
Academy and the Institute for 
Educational Development at Aga 
Khan University in Karachi, Pak- 
istan. Magid M. Mazen is a pro- 
fessor of management and negoti- 
ation at the Frank Sawyer School 
of Management at Suffolk Uni- 
versity. He was born in Egypt, 
was a member of its National 
Congress, and is a practicing 
Muslim. These two men gave 
their time because of their convic- 
tion that local residents might feel 
a need to exchange views and 
concerns and raise questions that 
could begin a healing process 
through greater understanding.

As I write this letter, the televi- 
sion news channels are describing 
today’s attacks on Afghanistan by 
US and British forces.

Only during thunderstorms did we 
ever leave early. 

Working in 100-degree weather 
while the rich homeowners 
watched from inside their air-con- 
ditioned houses began to challenge 
my perspective of the town where I 
grew up. We were observed all the 
time, little eyes peering through 
the windows. The owners seemed 
to be scared of our laughing, our 
unending conversations in Span- 
ish, and of the sweat pouring off 
our faces and arms. 

In Lawrence, the people in the 
house would have come outside 
and talked with us and offered us a 
pitcher of cold water, at least. 

I felt a prejudice as evident as 
the burning summer sun. Yet there 
were exceptions. One day the 
woman of the house came out with 
two large trays of sandwiches she 
had bought for us, enough to feed 
everyone. At that moment I felt 
proud — extreme pride. 

Sometimes the owner of the 
company would stand in the shade, 
talking and joking with the home- 
owners as they watched us work. I 
can still see the looks on the faces 
of big Ramon, little Ramén and 
Victor. I remember Renaldo say- 
ing loudly, “Esto no es justo, yo no 


soy esclavo.” This isn’t right, | am 
not a slave. 

Since I left, Freddy has begun 
to work with the manager of the 
company, learning a lot of new 
skills. He 1s starting his classes in 
horticulture so he can advance and 
eam more. 

To continue preparing for my 
future, I returned to college this 
fall. To survive the present, Freddy, 
Ramon, Renaldo and all the others 
are still picking weeds. Their 
dreams of education and affluence 
are for their children. 

I have flashbacks about our 
dead-end conversations, about 
what I want to do with the rest of 
my life, and they with theirs, about 
how expensive college is. “Estds 
aqui porque tu quieres,” they'd 
say. I was there working with them 
because I wanted to, not because I 
had to. 

A few of them are making the 
trip to the Dominican Republic 
this winter. I’m invited. I plan to 
go along, to be with them on their 
own ground.

When I looked at the front page 
of the Townsman and saw the pic- 
ture of the good-looking young 
man adjusting his turban, my heart 
was warmed, thinking that our 
local paper was doing an anti- 
discrimination piece against the 
religious and racial hatred that has 
arisen since the Sept. 11 horrors. 

The headline alarmed me how- 
ever: “Turban, beard ... not Mus- 
lim.” What is that supposed to 
mean? If the turban and the beard 
belonged to a Muslim, would that 


justify discrimination? I read on, 


chiding myself to be more forgiv- 
ing. After all, this was just the 
title. As I read it became clear to 
me that although the family inter- 
viewed had tried to issue a call 
against discrimination towards 
people of different religions, back- 
grounds and modes of dress, the 
reporter had completely missed 
the point. 

The young man, Sandeep 
points out eloquently, “There's 
been lots of Anti-Arab and anti- 
Sikh action in the US” and adds 
“Not all people of Middle Eastern 
heritage are terrorists.” The 
reporter, however, does not get it 
and quickly tries to gloss over his 
comments by noting “Not that 
most Sikhs are from the Middle 


East anyway” and “...many Amer- 
icans don’t know the difference.” I 
don’t know whether to interpret 
her comments as misplaced sym- 
pathy (Oh, those pesky Middle 
Easterners going around causing 
trouble for the Sikhs) or as 
instruction for discrimination 
(read on to learn how to tell Sikhs 
apart from Muslims, so you can 
go harass the right guys.) 

The other brother, Jaideep tries 
again: “If we reach out, and try to 
get people to understand who we 
are, who Muslims are and who 
Hindus are, it will be better for 
everyone.” He does not mean so 
Muslims can be identified apart 
from Sikh and treated badly! He 
means so that through knowing 
others and understanding their 
beliefs we can realize our com- 
mon humanity. 

At a time like this the newspa- 
pers should not be contributing to 
hate-mongering by overt or subtle 
ways. Implicit prejudice hidden 
between the lines of such an arti- 
cle can worm its way into one’s 
beliefs without generating the 
obvious horror that comes from 
reading about brutal beatings and 
racially motivated murders.

Questions of ‘just war, pacifism, forgiveness for some

Since the attacks in New York 
and Washington on Sept. 11, sanc- 
tuary and peace have not been easy 
to come by, even in local houses of 
worship. 

Immediately following the ter- 
rorist attacks, the atmosphere “was 
almost like the first part of a funer- 
al service,” says Rev. Dr. Judith 
Kohatsu of Ballardvale United 
Church on Clark Road. That first 
service was the beginning of her 
congregation’s public grieving 
process as a church community, 
She says. As a visual reminder, 
congregants put rocks around the 
altar, resembling a small pile of 
rubble. 

Recently, however, Kohatsu has 
preached more about reconcilia- 
tion and moving on. “Feeling sad 
and being angry are feelings that 
just come, but the last step is a cog- 
nitive one, one of commitment. 
You have to choose to make it. 
Nobody’s there yet, but that’s what 
we're looking (toward),” Kohatsu 
says. 

While she has talked about for- 
giveness, she has received a whole 
range of responses to the idea from 
her congregation. 

There is no set protocol for how 
to handle war, either. “Among the 
options in United Methodist theol- 
ogy is we can be supportive of a 
just war. The general church hasn’t 
(yet) said anything about this being 
a just war. But then, we also have 
the option of pacifism,” she says. 

Pacifism is not protocol for 
Quakers at the Religious Society 
of Friends, says Clerk Ralph Gen- 
tile, the administrative head of 
Andover’s small Quaker group. 
Most Quakers advocate for peace, 
but it is an individual choice. The 
opinions in the group of 10 to 20 
Quakers that meet weekly at 
SHED on Phillips Street range 
widely, Gentile says. 

“We have talked primarily 
about the negative effects (of the 
recent violence) on individuals, 
innocent women and children of 
the bombing. There’s an acknowl- 
edgement that the Bush adminis- 
tration is trying to keep the casual- 
ties down,” Gentile says, explain- 
ing that there is very little vocal- 
ization during Quaker “meetings.” 
People make spiritual statements 
only when compelled during the 
hour-long service. “Killing more 
people indirectly, inadvertently, is 
probably not going to help the 
overall situation,” he says. 

While Gentile calls himself a 
pacifist, he says that doesn’t mean 
that pacifism is the best route for 
the country as a whole. There are 
no easy answers. 

“Tt doesn’t mean that I would 
recommend that the US, with its 


military, should suddenly become 
a pacifist country. It’s very compli- 
cated,” he says. “There are proba- 
bly multiple ways to get a more 
peaceful world.” 

At Saints Constantine and 
Helen Church on Chandler Road, 
Fr. Christopher Makiej says the 
number of people coming through 
the doors of the Greek Orthodox 
Church every Sunday has swelled. 

“We've had a tremendously 
heightened church attendance 
these last few Sundays — probably 
double,” he says. “It just goes to 
show that people are looking for 
comfort, people are looking for 
understanding during this time and 
that the church is here to provide 
that.” 

Makie] says he is preaching 
messages of life over death and joy 
over sorrow. He is not, however, 
denying that war and fighting in 
this case is likely. 

“Everyone, Christian and non- 
Christian, should be for peace, but 
sometimes war is a necessary evil 
for the protection and maintaining 
of freedom,” he says. 

The fact that the government 
officials are taking time to make 
thoughtful decisions — and openly 
praying for help, as the president 
did on Sept. 14 when he gathered 
with leaders of several religions for 
prayer, says Makiej — makes him 
confident that the country is taking 
the appropriate steps. 

“A just war is proper. It’s a 
righteous thing. Someone has to 
protect this place,” agrees Rev. 
Chip Thompson of the New Eng- 
land Bible Church on Chandler 
Road. His congregants are also 
praying — now daily, at 6 a.m., 
until the end of this year, in addi- 
tion to their regular weekly ser- 
vices — that government officials 
make wise decisions. 

“We meet together, we pray for 
our president, we pray for bin 
Laden to recognize the error of his 
way and we pray for people in the 


aftermath,” says Thompson. “It’s 
something tangible that people can 
do.” 

While forgiveness is difficult at 
this time, Thompson says he 
encourages it. “Sometimes for our 
own good we need to have a for- 
giving spirit so we don’t commis- 
erate the rest of our life... by trying 
to do vengeance,” he says. “It’s 
important to remember that... God 
is the one that settles the score.” 

While forgiveness is a key fac- 
tor in the Catholic faith, Rev. 
Richard Conway says the congre- 
gation at St. Robert Bellarmine 
Church on Haggetts Pond Road is 
up for the challenge. 

“They're not looking for easy 
answers. They are truly willing to 
enter into the struggle of what our 
scriptures say, who we are as 
Catholics and the reactions that 
come from deep within,” he says. 

The weekly readings from the 
Bible are predetermined by the 
religious season, but Conway says 
he has found something for each 
Mass to adapt to the current needs 
of the people since the terrorist 
attacks. 

“It’s a message of hope,” he 
says. “There’s always been some- 
thing each week that could be 
related to some sort of word of 
hope, of courage.” 

The struggle his congregants 
are feeling is the same he feels 
inside as their religious leader, 
Conway says. “I’m human. I don’t 
give up my humanity when I’m 
ordained,” he adds. 

War, however, is a far bigger 
challenge that he is not yet sure 
how to approaSch religiously. “I’m 
taking this a day at a time,” he 
says. 

For Jews who belong to the 
Chabad Lubavitch of the Merri- 
mack Valley, forgiving the terror- 
ists who crumbled the World 
Trade Center and a portion of the 
Pentagon is not considered, says

Both men know that prejudice 
against Muslims has increased 
since Sept. 11, when several men 
who professed to be Muslims 
hijacked planes and attacked the 
World Trade Center and the Penta- 
gon.

“Andover as a community has 
been most wonderful,” says 
Mazen, a Harding Street resident 
originally from Egypt.

note for them and then driving to 
Marsh Hill Farm, the sprawling

Her daughters somehow 
managed to continue going to 
school, but they could scarcely 
concentrate, and Jean O’ Malley 
says the sadness hung in the house 
like a pall for days. That weekend 
they watched Peggy Ogonowski 


on television as 25,000 mourners 
crowded into City Hall Plaza in 
Boston and the airline pilots were 
honored, with their uniforms laid 
out on the stage. Bette Midler 
sang a tribute. On Monday in Dra- 
cut, about 2,500 people attended 
John Ogonowski’s memorial ser- 
vice. 

Now, a month later, the attacks 
still loom large in the public mind, 
but many Americans have more or 
less gotten their lives back to nor- 
mal. But for families like the 
O’Malleys, not to mention the 
Ogonowskis — Jean O’ Malley 
believes her best friend has only 


just begun to let herself grieve —

“T think we’re trying to get 
back to normal,” says Jean O’ Mal- 
ley, who is a personal trainer at 
Gold’s Gym. She says her feelings 
are changing now. “I think I’ve 
kind of moved from sadness to 
anger.

“IT was putting together a scrap- 
book for Peggy last night, and 
going through all those articles — 
you know, the tributes, not the 
ones with pictures of the explo- 
sions — really opens the wounds.”

As the administrative officer 
for the Boston division of the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, Susan Ratyna has essen- 
tially been on duty 24/7 since 
Sept. 11.

Town police prepare ‘for anything’ 


By Rebecca Piro 

The Andover Police Depart- 
ment has used the four weeks 
since the terrorist attacks to 
brace itself for whatever could 
come next. 

“We're going to be prepared 
for anything in light of what’s 
going on in the world now,” 
says Lt. Jim Hashem. “We 
don’t know what kind of acts 
are going to materialize. So we 
are ready for it. We have plans 
in place to deal with it.” 

Police will not disclose the 
specific steps they have taken, 
nor the “potential targets” to 
which they have paid extra 
attention. But they have been 
busy, admits Hashem. 

“We’ve increased our 
patrols in certain areas we 
would consider sensitive. 
We've had additional equip- 
ment placed in the (police 
cruisers) so officers have ready 
access to it. We’ve briefed our 
officers daily at roll calls as to 
what the latest information is. 
They’re trying to keep an eye 
out for anything suspicious.” 

The police are keeping a 
close eye on the town’s water 
supply, Haggetts Pond, and 
have placed NEMLEC - the 
Northeastern Massachusetts 
Law Enforcement Council,

made up of 30 local communi- 
ties - on alert, says Hashem. 

In the event that the depart- 
ment’s seven officers in the 
military reserves are called to 
duty, the department heads will 
temporarily fill those shifts 
with officers on overtime pay, 
he says. 

Officers at Merrimack Col- 
lege are sworn in as “special 
Andover officers,” and the 
department will use them to fill 
details if needed. They are not, 
however, officially trained as 
Andover policemen, says 


Hashem. 

Andover has not seen many 
serious emergencies since Sept. 
11, he adds. Several companies 
and residents have reported 
bomb threats, like the one at 
Verizon’s Elm Street office two 
weeks ago when workers 
received an unmarked, “suspi- 
cious package.” Police have 
not, however, turned up any 
real bombs during such investi- 
gations. Several residents and 
businesses have also reported 
several cases of stolen Ameri- 
can flags. 

Dispatchers have answered 
calls daily from concerned res- 
idents and business owners, 
wondering what the police are 
doing to protect them. Police 
Chief Brian Pattullo has said 
that when people were killed 
on a Greyhound bus in Ten- 
nessee last Wednesday, resi- 
dents called to find out what 
Andover was doing to protect 
kids on school buses. 

“We've gotten lots (of 
calls),’ says Hashem. “People 
want to know what’s going on 
in town, what steps are we tak- 
ing.” 

Police have not had any 
problems with the local anti- 
war demonstrations or protests 
to date, Hashem says.

Still can’t accept skyline 
a

Sue Gerstberger, a secret service 
agent in New York, gazes out at the 
Manhattan skyline every day across 
the water from her Hoboken, N.J. 
home. She still can’t believe how it’s 
changed. 

“It’s a pretty dramatic difference. 
You look down there and the two tow- 
ers are gone,” she says. 

Gerstberger was in Manhattan the 
day her office, part of the 49-story 
building that crashed to the ground 
after the collapse of the two World 
Trade Center buildings on Sept. 11, 
was demolished. She can’t talk to the 
media about her job, but she says her 
entire office has continued to work in 
New York despite the devastation. 

“We never stopped. We were work- 
ing the next day,’ says Gerstberger, 
who confirmed that she was in New 
York the day President Bush came to 
tour the World Trade Center site. 

She’s only lived near New York for 
a few years, but the Andover High 
School graduate says the site of the 
broken skyline affects her as much as 
an original New Yorker. “We were 
there that day. We lost our office. I’ve 
been back down there on numerous 
occasions, seen it every day, and still 
can’t believe it’s happened,” she says. 

People have kept up their support 
for the workers clearing the rubble day 
after day, Gerstberger adds. “One

month later, people still go out on the 
highway (near the World Trade Center 
site) and hold signs and cheer and 
applaud,” she says. “People have 
remade a couple of the piers (off Man- 
hattan) into beautiful parks, and at the 
edge of the piers there are candles 
burning and signs.” 

Gerstberger says security in the city 
is just as tight as the media has report- 
ed, but some areas — at least the ones 
where the site of the former towers is 
not in view — are showing signs of life 
again. “Life is moving on,” she says. 
“People are going into restaurants and” 
shopping. But I think it’s going to take 
a long time. It will never be normal.”

served as a sergeant in an army 
intelligence unit before when 
called to active duty, she now asks 
herself where she can do the most 
good. After all, she is the equiva- 
lent of a executive officer for the 
Boston FBI, a division reportedly 
stretched thin in the wake of ter- 
rorist attacks. There’s the possibil- 
ity the US could need to fight ter- 
rorists both in the US and abroad. 

“T have a dilemma right now. If 
I am called up, who can I best 
serve?” she asks. “I’ve never hesi- 


tated before, but because of the 
FBI's involvement, (she wonders 
about) how can I best serve? I’m 
sure once I’m faced with that, Pll 
make the right decision.” 

An army reservist for more 
than 20 years, Ratyna was called 
to Kuwait following Desert Storm 
and also served in Bosnia. She 
plans to reenlist again. 

“When I went to Bosnia, the 
FBI fully supported it, but I felt 
there wasn’t much of a conflict 
there.” she says. “When I’m called 
for duty, where will I best serve? 
It’s still the same flag, and I served 
for the FBI just as I served for the 


military.” 

She says that while being 
called to serve is often a shock, 
reservists are more prepared now 
than when she first joined the 
army. She declined to talk about 
the type of training she has 
received as a member of the army 
and FBI. 

“Years ago, we never thought 
of the reserves being called up. 
But since Desert Storm, it’s hap- 
pened more and more,” she says. 
“T use the FBI to make myself a 
better soldier and I use the 
reserves to make myself a better 
FBI employee.”

Detour of ‘monumental proportions’ 


Road every morning, should 
pack extra coffee for the com- 
mute. 

Starting this week, police and 
public works employees are redi- 
recting traffic through ‘a detour 
of monumental proportions,” 
says Safety Officer Bob Cronin. 
River Road between Launching 
Road and Forest Hill Road will 
be closed to through traffic for 
the next six to eight weeks as 
workers install sewer pipes for 
the new Cross Street schools. 
Officers and signage stationed 
along the way will guide drivers 
through the five-mile detour as 
long as construction continues. 

“People should be aware that 
this is a significant detour in dis- 
tance, and I’m sure there will be 
some confusion,” says Cronin, 


warning that the detour could 
add extra commuting time for 
some drivers. 

The detour begins at the inter- 
section of River and Chandler 
roads, continues down Green- 
wood Road to High Plain Road, 
continues to Cross Street and 
comes back to River Road. 

The detour will probably 
affect some bus routes, Cronin 
says. The School Department 
will notify families if their bus 
stop changes. Police will also 
make sure children walking to 
changed bus stops have safe con- 
ditions, he adds. 

Cronin hopes the sewer con- 
struction will wrap up before 
holiday traffic begins.

Daniel Coleman of Spencer 
Court is talking a lot more about 
anthrax these days. 

Coleman is a pulmonologist in 
North Andover, as well as a mem- 
ber of the Andover Board of 
Health. In addition, however, he is 
a colonel in the Massachusetts Air 
National Guard; and the state air 
surgeon, the senior doctor in the 
National Guard. 

For the past 16 years, Coleman 
has given biowarfare briefings to 
military units around the state, and 
occasionally to civilian medical 
groups. Lately, however, he is 
doing a lot more civilian briefings, 
at places like Holy Family and 
Lawrence General hospitals, as 
these places try to prepare as best 
they can for the possibility of a 
biological or chemical attack on 
the United States. 

[ast week in Boca Raton, Fla. a 
man died of anthrax, and one of 
his coworkers was found with 
spores of the deadly bacterium in 
his body. 

“This regrettably is not an act of 
nature,” said Coleman on Tuesday. 
“This is an act of man, that is my 


very firm opinion. The 
likelihood of two cases 
of a disease that we 
haven’t seen in 25 years 
appearing within days of 
each other - it’s a num- 
bers game.” 

Anthrax appears 
most commonly in wild 
and domestic animals 
such as cattle, sheep, 
goats, and it can be 
passed to humans who are exposed 
to infected animal products. It is 
not passed from human to human, 
however. The inhalational anthrax 
that can result from exposure, and 
which killed the Florida man, has a 
90-percent mortality rate, said 
Coleman. “We are not capable of 
turning it around,” he said. 

“In nature, these things would 
be found in the soil in a place 
where an animal has died of the 
disease,” said Coleman. “The bac- 
teria go into a dormant state. They 
can remain in the ground as spores 
for years... That’s exactly what 
makes anthrax the perfect biologi- 
cal weapon: you can literally store 
it on a shelf.” 

However, Coleman added that

acquiring anthrax spores 
is no easy task. 

“This is not generally 
something that some- 
body can cook up in their 
kitchen,” he said. 

Although there is an 
anthrax vaccine, Cipro, 
Coleman said it has sig- 
nificant side effects and 
neither he nor other gov- 
ernment medical authori- 
ties are recommending it for peo- 
ple who were not in the immediate 
area of last week’s cases. He also 
dismisses the recent spike in sales 
of gas masks as overreaction, 
because of the still very small risk 
of a biological or chemical attack 
on the United States. 

About two weeks ago, the 
Massachusetts Air National 
Guard’s 102nd Fighter Wing at 
Otis Air Base on Cape Cod was 
activated; like reserve and National 
Guard soldiers across the state and 
the nation, Coleman is ready for 
duty outside the state, should it call. 
“The bags are packed, as they say,” 
he said.

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Healthy lunches: Headed for 
the middle of the road at South

T SOUTH SCHOOL on Tuesday, kids 
in the lunchroom filed past the new 
fruit and salad bar, many stopping 

for a modest scoop of shredded iceberg let- 
tuce, nestled beside cole slaw, cheese, toma- 
toes, beets, carrots, orange slices and apple- 
sauce. Students seemed to be doing fine 
with, or at least not rejecting wholesale, 
their fish sandwiches and french toast with 
turkey sausage. 

Meanwhile, their classmates in the other 
elementary schools chowed down on 
nachos with cheese sauce, hot dogs, and 
pizza sticks. Those who bring a few extra 
quarters continue, as South students did last 
year, to enjoy additional snack chips and 
desserts. 

In response to parental com- 
plaints about too many unhealth- 
ful offerings in school cafeterias, 
food services director Karen 
Pappa launched a pilot menu at f' 
South this fall with fewer offer- 
ings and less in the way of deep- 
fried and high-fat foods. However, 
its success ultimately depends not 
on parental approval, but on how 
many students bite, so to speak. 

“After September, the , 
meal counts were down 
about 80 a day, which is a 
lot,” said Pappa. “So we 
went with a modified 
menu.” In the past couple 
weeks, pizza and chicken 
nuggets have returned, as 
have peanut butter and 
jelly sandwiches. Also, 
the sugar-free ice cream 
that was served at first has 
been replaced with a lim- 
ited selection of regular 
ice cream offerings. 


Students wistful 


A group of fifth-grade South students 
said they sorely missed their Doritos and 
Funyuns. 

“It’s not good, because they don’t have 
any snacks,” said Ryan Girard of the new 
menu. “They only have healthy food.” 

“I loved the snacks,” agreed Peter Maher. 
“They need better food, because food helps 
your education. The pizza crust is hard as 
cement.” 

“They cook the food better, but the selec- 
tion is worse,” said Carl Jackson. Many stu- 
dents noted the double-edged effect of more 
healthful foods and fewer options. 

“There are good points and bad points,” 
said Billy Mara of the changes. “They 
should take the best of both (versions of the 
menu). They should keep the healthy food 
and bring back the snacks.”

A thing of the past:

the counts over the last 
week or two are jumping back up by about 
50 or 60,” said Pappa. 


Katie Knowles, eating a bag lunch, was 
caught in a classic dilemma: she said she 
would rather have the old fried foods 
because they taste better; but she said it is 
better for health reasons not to have them. 

“Before, (the choices) were much more 
tasty, but they were kind of junky,” she said. 
“Now the food is better, but it’s kind of 
over-cooked or something.” 


Parents approving 

Most parents applauded the changes. “I 
think it’s great,” said Cindy Girard, Ryan’s 
mother and a teacher at Bancroft School. “I 
think the selections are great, and I think 
taking out the snacks is great. It takes the 
pressure off the parents of having to buy 
them.” 

“The students don’t seem to be 
complaining,” said Nancy Maher, 
Peter’s mother. “I do like them not 
buying the Doritos and stuff. It’s too 
easy for them to just grab 50 cents 
and get those things.” 

Jean Mara spoke up in favor of 
the earlier level of choice, not for 
her fifth-grader Billy, but for her 
first-grader.

“She figured out that if she would buy

Knowles, at 25 cents instead of 35 cents, 
“she'd have enough money at the end of the 
week for a cookie.” 

Discerning shoppers like Katie may 
decide the fate of the pilot program: Mari- 
anne Knowles said that until this year, her 
daughter used to buy lunch about once a 
week, but this year, “She’ll look at the menu 
and say, ‘Nah, I don’t want that.’” 

This deprives food services of one less 
food sale, and numbers of meals served are 
an important measure of the success of the 
program. Pappa will continue to evaluate 
the program to see if expanding it is eco- 
nomically feasible. 

“We don’t have enough information to 
determine its success,” she said. “The mid- 
dle of the road is probably where we're 


going to end up.”

A LOOK AT THE APPOINTMENT BOOK 

A recent analysis of data shows that preschoolers and individuals over age 65 are 
going to the dentist more often. While the number of adults making visits to the dentist 
remains constant, however, there has been a drop in the number of visits (perhaps because 
dentists have been able to meet their patient's needs with fewer visits). As for older adults, 
they may have more reason than ever to visit the dentist because they are keeping their 
teeth longer. Among adults ages 65 to 74, the percentage with no teeth dropped to 29 in 
1996 from 46 in 1977. And, the rise in dental visits among children under 6 may reflect a 
greater concern for the health of “baby teeth”. 

Through regular visits with the hygien- 
ist and dentist, plus good habits like proper brushing and flossing, we have more control 
than ever before over the health of our teeth and gums.

The current president and five-year 
member of an Andover social group for 
women only is well aware that some of 
those not-in-the-know think the 
Andona Society is snobby. 

“Would you wear a clown suit?” is 
what Lisa McDonald of Durham Drive 
shoots back when the subject comes up. 
(She is of course, referring to Andona’s 
popular fundraiser, Clown Town where 
members dress up as clowns.) “Andona 
is not exclusive and not snobby,” she 
says. 

Rather, this group that currently lists 
208 Andover women as members, is a 
very proud Andover institution formed 
in 1952. The name Andona comes from 
An for Andover, and dona from the 
Latin word for giving. It was founded as 
a “charitable organization to aid the 
youth of Andover,” according to its 
bylaws. The group is celebrating 50 
years of fulfilling that simple mission. 

While many women’s groups dis- 
banded by the 1980s, as stay-at-home 
mothers started working full-time, 
Andona survived. The group kept up 
with the times by changing daytime 
meetings to nights, and watching trends 
and planning fundraising events with 
trendy themes, like bridge tournaments 
in the 1960s and casino nights in the 
mid- to late ’80s. All the while, Andona 
continued to offer women a worthwhile 
volunteer opportunity. Local women 
have always responded. 

“PTOs don’t always do it,” McDon- 
ald said. “While we have women who 
are active in PTO, we have others who 
are not. They see us as a great way to 
fulfill that need to do something worth- 
while for the kids in Andover. Every 
mother out there wants to do something 
for kids.” 

Every dime of the substantial 
amount of money raised by Andona 
during the past 50 years has gone 
directly to programs that benefit kids in 
Andover. All but $3,500 of this year’s 
approximately $60,000 Andona budget 
will be spent on services that help 
Andover children. This year’s Andona 
dollars will help with: the new youth 
center; $10,000 in scholarships to five 
high-school seniors; camperships to 
pay for summer camp for financially 
needy middle-schoolers who are nomi- 
nated by guidance counselors; after- 
school programs; cultural arts programs 
in schools; challenged youth programs, 
including its annual donation to the 
YMCA for a swim program for handi- 
capped children, and a few sports pro- 
grams. 

“When it comes to kids, women are 
motivated,” said Andona member Regi- 
na Keickhafer of Tewksbury Street, 
who joined with a neighbor in 1997. 
“Women have an emotional need to 
give and they are eager to help kids. 
Being part of something like our 
camperships makes a person feel good.”

Four women serve on the group’s exec- 
utive committee and 11 more are seated 
on its executive board. They run the six 
dinner meetings held during the school 
year to map out plans for Andona’s 
seven annual fundraisers. In addition, 
general meetings are held at Marland 
Place. 

“Meetings can get emotional,” 
reports McDonald, because members 
“have lots of opinions on where the 
money should be spent.” 

When members join, they agree to 
serve for at least six years. But, no one 
has the chance to take control of the 
board or one of the group’s several 
committees, because turnover is 
enforced. 

Andona veteran Diane Hender of 
Millstone Circle, an 11-year member, 
said that forced turnover is another rea- 
son why Andona has lasted so long. 
The fresh faces in leadership roles are 
welcoming, and new ideas often come 
with them. 

“There’s a lot of community spirit 
(in Andover) and there is a need for an 
outlet for doing something,” Hender 
said. “Andona does that and it’s a great 
way to make friends.” 

Looking for new Andona members 
is simply not necessary, according to 


McDonald, who said Andona wel- 
comes any local woman and 95 percent 
of them join because a friend or neigh- 
bor told them about it. Thirty-four 
Andover women joined Andona this 
year. 

Their first order of business is 
putting on a clown suit and working at 
Clown Town this spring. In fact, the 
first sentence in the policies section of 
Andona’s bylaws gets right to the point 
for new members. It reads: “All active 
and first-year members are required to 
work the entire day of Clown Town, 
dressed as a clown.” 

After all, the event is Andona’s 
biggest money-maker. McDonald said 
nearly $100,000 was grossed at this 
year’s event. Townspeople look forward 
to the event, which has been held con- 
secutively for the past 50 years. 
Andona’s annual ball is another key 
project for the group. After expenses 
are paid, that event typically raises 
about $10,000 for its projects. 

Club members are proud of staying 
true to the Andona mission. Their 
grassroots efforts take hard work, but 
are also a lot of fun. McDonald said that 
sums up why Andona has survived 50 
years and plans to be around a lot 
longer.

We see their slumped shoulders and rounded, 
humped backs. We hurry past them always. Their 
old, frail bodies move too slowly for us. 

We do not see that these stooped figures that strug- 
gle now with stairs were once strong and healthy 
structures that stood up straight and proud. That lift- 
ed us high on their shoulders. That let their children 
climb up on their backs. That bore babies and carried 
them everywhere. That took on the world’s worries 
so that their children wouldn’t have to. That pushed 
wheelbarrows. That built roads. That made the hous- 
es we live in. That planted trees that still grow here. 

We see them in the distance with their thick shoes 
and thin hair. “Such old people,” we sigh. Then we 
go about our business and hurry on our own way. 

We do not stop to see that she is Grace. That if 
we've ever wondered about coping with tragedies, 
she could share with us some things that she’s 
learned in life. For when she was young and vibrant, 
her husband passed away. With no skills to speak of 
and no job to be had, she raised five children all on 
her own. 

We do not stop to see that he is Al. That if we have 
been wondering lately about the realities of war, he 
could tell us what he knows. For when he was a 
young man, he served in World War II. He came 
home with a limp and a pain in his heart. 

We do not stop to see that she is Helen. That if 
we'd like to know what life is like in other parts of 
the world, she could tell us. For she’s lived in many 
places, from Tibet to Taiwan. As she’s learned 
through her life’s journeys, “People aren’t so very 
different, you know.” 

Not so very different are we, either — the older 
folks and those of us who pass them by.

_ Andover Bank changes to begin 


Merger on Nov. 1; 31-year employee to switch banks in January 


By Judy Wakefield 

One of the most familiar faces at 
Andover Bank will soon be gone as a 
result of the bank’s merger with an out- 
of-state banking services group. 

Cindy Milne, who heard about a 
bank job from a teacher at Andover 
High in 1970 and has been at Andover 
Bank for the past 31 years, will be gone 
by the end of the year. 

Her current job, assistant to 
Andover Bank president Gerald Mulli- 
gan, is being eliminated, she said, as a 
result of the merger with Banknorth 
Group Inc. of Maine. It is unclear how 
many current Andover Bank employ- 
ees will be retained by Banknorth, and 
how many will leave for other jobs, as 
Milne will. 

Banknorth announced four months 
ago that it was taking over Andover 
Bank, a downtown fixture for the past 
167 years. The merger takes effect on 
Nov. |. The bank’s name will change to 
FirstMass sometime later. 

“One of my business teachers at 
Andover High told me about a job at 
Andover Bank and I have been here 
since then. That was a long time ago,” 
said Milne, a popular employee who is 
an Andover native and a member of the 
town’s Finance Committee. Milne also 
has been associated with charitable 
efforts in town, such as the Dollars for 
Scholars program that provides schol- 
arships to Andover students. Her hus- 
band, George Milne, is an Andover 
firefighter and their son, David Milne, 
is an Andover policeman. 

“I was lucky enough to get another 
job and I look forward to it,” she added. 

Milne has taken a job with Savings 
Bank Life Insurance in Woburn and 
will be starting there in January. 

An Andover Bank administrator 
said the bank does not have an official 
number of employees who will leave 
the bank as a result of the merger, 
because some employees may be hired 
by Banknorth. People whose positions 
are being eliminated are being given 
preference for similar positions that are 
open elsewhere in the 6,000-position 
Banknorth system, said Barbara Conte, 
Andover Bank’s human resources 
director. 

“It's a hard number to solidify 
because people are still applying for

Banknorth jobs and other jobs,” she 
said. Conte expects a final tally to be 
determined by the end of the year. 

The news of Milne’s job cut did not 
sit well with Andover senior citizen 
Josephine O'Hagan, 82, a longtime 
bank customer who was disappointed 
to hear about the merger earlier this 
year. She remembers depositing pen- 
nies and nickels in her Andover Bank

account back in the 1940s. “I don’t like 
it one bit. I knew they would bring in 
their own people,” she said. “But, what 
can we do? I realized there is nothing 
we can do. I just feel very sorry for 
those who lose their jobs.” 

Mulligan has said that the merger 
will allow the bank to offer more trust 
and investment services, which 
Andover customers need. The merger 
also reflects a banking trend in 
Andover and across the country — for 
years, customers have been putting 
their money on Wall Street, not on 
Main Street. 

Banknorth is an $18.2 billion bank- 
ing and financial services company 
based in Portland, Maine. Its stock pur- 
chase of Andover Bank was worth 
more than $300 million and was 
announced in mid-June.

They are, without question, the 
most exciting 1-3 high school football 
team in the state of Massachusetts. 

But the frustrations continue to 
mount for the Andover High gridders, 
who for the third time in four games 
lost a wild shootout when the oppos- 
ing team rallied late. 

On this occasion it was Tewksbury 
— which erased four deficits before 
finally pulling out a pulsating 34-28 
overtime victory against the Golden 
Warriors at Doucette Field in Tewks- 
bury. 

This is the first-ever regular-season 
overtime game for an AHS football 
team, and the first OT game since the 
thrilling 21-20 win over Salem in the 
1974 Eastern Mass. Division 2 Super 
Bowl Game at Boston University’s 
Nickerson Field. 

Andover teams have played to 
eight ties in the 27 years since then. 
This year the Merrimack Valley Con- 
ference voted to institute overtime. 

There were actually two MVC 
games that went the extra distance this 
past week, with Lowell also defeating 
Billerica 35-29 in double-overtime. 

Andover piled up 442 yards total 
offense versus Tewksbury — 269 on 
41 rushes and 173 more on seven pass 
completions — and still lost. 

For the fourth straight game the 
locals scored 20 or more points — but 
for the third time in four games they 
allowed 34. 

“We have to find a way to get rid 
of the bad luck that’s plaguing us,” 
said head coach Ken Maglio. “It’s 
another game we should have won. 
We could just as easily be 4-0 now. 

“It just seems to be one of those 
years. Something goes wrong at a cru- 
cial time every game,” added Maglio. 


Four times AHS moved ahead by a 
touchdown, and each time Tewksbury 
responded with a TD of its own to tie 
the score. 

The only Redmen lead the entire 
game was after the winning 13-yard 
TD pass from QB Arnié Martel to 
tight end Adam Hill on the second 
play of overtime. 

“At times it looked like flag foot- 
ball the way the ball moved up and 
down the field,” said Maglio. 

The wild afternoon saw the Golden 
Warriors take their first lead in the 
opening minutes, a 65 yard drive 
capped by a 15 yard shuffle pass from 
QB Brendan Smith to Bruce Brown 
for the TD. 

Smith also hit Chris Callison with a 
20 yard pass on the march, and there 
was a 15-yard personal foul penalty 
against the Redmen that helped the 
locals. 

When the attempted conversion 
kick missed the score remained 6-0. 

Tewksbury, as it would all after- 
noon, came right back with a nine- 
play, 64-yard scoring trek of its own. 

Some tough running by Steve 
Kasprzak brought TMHS to the 
Andover 12, and then former Andover

“Ullo punches the ball loose nght 
along the sideline — but instead of 
bouncing out of bounds the ball 
stays in bounds and goes right 
to their kid (Kasprzak). What 
are the odds of that happening? 
Nine times out of 10 the ball 
bounces out of bounds and we 
have it first-and-goal inside the 
10.” 

Ullo then hooked up with 
Matt McGinnis on a 58 yard 
option pass, and two plays later 
Kasprzak pounded across from 
the five. 

“We knew they would try 
the razzle-dazzle play with 
time running out in the half,” 
said Maglio. “But one of our 
kids came up in coverage 
instead of staying back.” 

Both teams added two-point 
conversions, Sean Smith on a 
rush and Bill Meuse on a pass 
from Martel, and the rivals left 
the field at halftime locked in a
